Had it been almost 
anywhere but in San Francisco, this 
iron strike would have been kept won 
when it had been won. Through the 
nerveless intervention of these lime- 
L.ght business men, the managers of 
the iron works gave up the fruits of 
their victory when they recognized 
the unions. Had they stood fast and 
stood firm, they would have said like 
men, like Christians and like gentle- 
men: “We have no resentment at all 
against our employés. Any of them 
who wish to come back and go to 
work will be welcomed back. The 
past will be forgotten and employment 
given to every man, so far as we need 
aman. But the men who have stood 
by us in this fight and who have been 
doing our work will not be discharged. 
The union, under the dictation and 
vicious leadership of its walking dele 
gates, will not be recognized. We 
know nothing about labor unions in 
this shop. We want workmen. Any 
competent, industrious, honest work- 
man who will apply for a job wiil get 
it if we have it.

ism, to control the political destinies 
of the communities covered by their 
organization. 
It charged a widespread conspiracy 
dating in inception from the North 
Idaho disturbances fifteen years ago, 
reaching down to the murder of Frank 
Steunenberg. and other murdered vic- 
tims by bullet and bomb, numberirig 
scores.

Rich and Poor ‘Alike Awake 
to Needs of Future. 

| | 
Enthusiastic Meetings Give 
People’s V erdict. 


Seventy-five delegates, representing 
more than 4000 members of the Ger- 
man-American Alllance, unanimously 
voted at Turner Hal] last night to 
support the Owens River project. In- 
cidentally, a quiet “jolt” was adminia- 
tered to certain supposed agents of the 
power companies, who have been doing 
a little misguided campaign work 
among the German-Americans. ; 


passed was that the alliance deprecates 
and condemns all opposition to the 
comprehensive plan promulgated by 
the engineers of the Water Board, and 
pledges itself to work and vote for 
the bonds. 

R. E. Kaesner presided at the meet- 
ing, and introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Perry W. Weidner, who spoke 
briefly, but to the point. 

After referring to the need of the 
city for a water supply that will be 
sufficient for generations to come, he 
described the source of Owens River. 
Reasons why it is deemed best to go 
to Owens River for the water supply, 
instead of seeking it nearer, were 
given. The speaker showed that there 
was no permanent supply of water 
obtainable other than the Owens River. 
After explaining the method of rais- 
ing funds for the work, Weidner an- 
nounced that he would answer any 
questions that might be propounded. 
This was the opportunity for which 
Job Harriman, socialist and union 
labor agitator, was waiting. He 
Jumped’ to his feet and began an at- 
tack upon the bond issue and sneered 
at the estimates and reports of com- 
petent engineers. He averred the city 
was about to wrest money from the 
laboring man for pure “graft.” 
Before’ Weidner could reply, the aud 
ence forced Harriman to take his seat. 

: 


CONVINCING SPEECHES. 
EUCLID HEIGHTS. UNANIMOUS. 
One of the best meetings in the 

Owens River campaign was that held 
last night in the Euclid Heights Presby- 
| terlan Church, at the Gorner of Euclid 
and Stephenson avenues. It was good 
from the standpoint of attendance, but 
particularly good on account of the 
points brought out by the speakers. 

Engineer Lippincott referred to the 

fact that the studies of the artesiats 
areas disclosed the great shrinkage to 
which such sources of water are sub- 
ject. At Pomona, he said, the water 
has been pumped out faster than it 
comes in. After reviewing local sources 
of supply, he declared that the only 
feasible plan was to get water from 
ens River. 
‘The stereopticon pictures that ac- 
companied Mr. Lippincott’s speech were 
splendid object lessons and convincing 
arguments in favor of the project. 

City Attorney Hewitt said that when 
this project was first broached, the few 
people who are now opposing it were 
in its favor. They only questioned the 
point of constructing an aqueduct in- 
stead of the much cheaper plan of pipe 
line. When it was determined to build 
an aqueduct they suddenly discovered 
that the water is full of alkali and un- 
fit for use. He said they should at 
least be consistent. . 

He also referred to the efforts to get 
the government to place great irriga- 
tion works in the Owens River Valley. 
Nobody ever heard then that there was 
any lack of water there but when the 
city of Los Angeles is about to get this 
water, some people discover that the 
Owens River goes dry. 

“People who have lived here know 
that the city is perilously near a dan- 
gerous situation,” said Mr. Hewitt. 
“Los Angeles is no longer a village, 
but has become one of the great and 
growing cities of the United States and 
it must have a foundation for the fu- 
ture. There is no other way than to 
provide a water supply for all the 
years to come.’ 

J. H. Park said that he had lived 
near the Sierras tor twenty years. “I 
can’t imagine,” he continued, “who 
ever invented the thought that the 
water from the Owens River is im- 


pure as God and nature can make it. 
Owens River ts coming here to bless 
us, just as sure as we live. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Li 
pincott stated that there would Se 
enough water to support a million peo- 
ple and irrigate 75,000 acres of land; 
that 90,000 horse power can be devel- 
oped, and if sold at one-tenth the 
price now paid in this city for elec- 
tric power, it will pay all the interest 
on the proposed loan of $23,000,000, and 
much more.

Postmaster M. H. Flint presided’ and 
captured the audience by his enthusi- 
asm for the city and its welfare. By a 
homely illustration he showed the fu- 
tility of pumping the surrounding 
country. He compared it to a man 
with $1000 on deposit at 6 per cent. in- 
terest. If he lives on $60 per year he 
is all right, he said, but if he draws

come and no assets. He showed this 
to be exactly the case in the Hawatian 
Islands, where each year the planters 
have to sink their pumps deeper, eX-.

Councilman Dromgold, the next 
speaker, said: “This is the most one- 
sided subject I ever saw.” Then he 
showed how utterly without founda- 
tion are the representations made by 
the opposition. He declared the matter 
of taxation to be the only reasonable 
argument advanced. He gave figures 
showing that a man with a $5000 resi- 
dence would be taxed only $4.56 each 
year for the project. “Each of my men 
gets % per day and who wouldn't give 
one days work to get this water?!“ 
Speaking of “graft” he said that this 
argument would always be presented, 
but never with less reason than while 
the present water board is in power. 

A very convincing address was made 
by Mr. Mulholland, who was cheered 
frequently. He spoke first of the 
curing by the city of forty-three miles 
of water front on Owens Rivér at an 
average cost of $14.50 per acre. 
he added: 

“I never realized till I went up there 
what an easy project it is to Bring 
that water here. | saw that Providence 
evidently designed the water ofthe 
Owens River to come to Loe Angeles.” 
It was in speaking of the purity of 
the water supply that he dealt a quiet- 
ing blow to the editor of an evening 
sheet. 

“He sent a man named Lawrencé te 
get samples of the water for anaylsis,” 
continued the speaker. I openly state 
this, to see if it will be denied In hie 
paper tomorrow. I, too, got samples 
of thia water, and sent them to the 
chemist at the University of Southern 
California to be analyzed. After three 
or four days I telephoned to see’ how 
my analyses were ‘getting along, and 
the chemist said: By the way, I am 
testing other water from the same 
place.’ I asked how the analyses were 
coming out. The results will not be 
published,’ was the answer, and they 
were not. The editor haa since charged 
the chemist with being in my pay. I 
have never seen. the professor in my 
Ute. 

When one of his hearers asked about 

getting water 2 sinking wells, Mr. 
Mulholland sai “The possibility of 
eeiting water from any contiguous 
source is absolutely futile.”
